
Four UMass Lowell students take their mathematical ideas to the community 

Using math to aid the environment

‘‘Math is quite different when 
we take it away from the black¬ 
board and into the community,” 
said UMass Lowell senior Ken 
Valentine. “We are getting to use 
our mathematical ideas and 
skids to solve a problems in the 
real world.” 

Valentine along with Anne 
Burke, Brian Call and Moe 
Coyle, fellow seniors in the 
mathematics department, are 
working with the Nashua River 
Watershed Association. Their 
project is to create a mathemati¬ 
cal model of how a drinking 
water well in Shirley interacts 
with a brook that runs nearby. 
The project is part of a course. 
Modeling in Government and 
Industry (MGI), taught by Lou 
Rossi. 

The Catacunamaug Brook and 
Well are located in Shirley, 
Massachusetts, near Fitchburg. 
The brook runs into the Nashua 
River, a tributary to the 
Merrimack River. The well is 
used for drinking water in the 
town of Shirley. The team is 
investigating the possibility of

interaction between the brook 
and the well in order to predict 
whether increased pumping 
might adversely affect the 
brook. 

Since the Catacunamaug Well 
does not include a direct moni¬ 
toring system, the students are 
developing a mathematical 
model to describe the interac¬ 
tion. “We are combining math 
with problem solving in the 
environmental area. It is a tech¬ 
nical challenge to allocate 
resources and balance the inputs 
and outputs to model this sys¬ 


tem,” said Valentine. 

“This type of course is a fairly 
new trend in mathematics edu¬ 
cation,” explained Assistant 
Professor Rossi. One thing that 
makes the program different is 
that it is for undergraduates. 
According to Rossi, most of the 
time such in-depth research pro¬ 
jects are for graduate students 
only. The Mathematics 
Department is committed to giv¬ 
ing these kinds of experiences to 
undergraduate students. “Our 
student project teams have never 
failed to deliver valuable and

program in 
1996. The 
program is a 
two-semester 
course that 
meets the 
modeling 
requirement of 
all mathemat¬ 
ics undergrad¬ 
uate majors. 
Students solve 


an open-ended problem in asso¬ 
ciation with a local company or 
government agency. Past pro¬ 
jects have modeled neural net¬ 
works. This is the first year that 
the project has worked with a 
local non-profit group. “We are 
doing something that might not 
have gotten done otherwise,” 
said Rossi. 

The students hope to validate 
their model using ground pene¬ 
trating radar or a resistivity test 
before the end of the semester.

The Office of Undergraduate 
Admissions has received 
a grant from the 
Massachusetts Board of 
Higher Education to fund 
Link-to-Lowell, a pro¬ 
gram designed to help 
community college stu¬ 
dents transfer to the 
University. Link-to- 
Lowell provides students 
with personal support, 
individual academic 
guidance, and 
on-campus experience at 
Lowell. 

The program budget 
includes funds to hire 
UMass Lowell transfer 
students to serve as peer 
advisors to those students 
interested in continuing 


their education at the 
University. Peer advisors will 
serve as hosts at on-campus 
informational events and recre¬ 
ational activities and will keep 
in touch via phone and e-mail 
to answer students’ questions 
and provide support. The Link- 
to-Lowell program also funds a 
faculty advisor from each col¬ 


lege, who will provide academic 
guidance and advice to prospec¬ 
tive students.

Peer advisors will be 
paid $10 per hour. Positions will 
remain open until they are filled.

Admission to UMass Lowell 
has changed over the last five 
years and will continue to 
become more competitive. 
Requirements for students 
scores are steadily increasing 
each year, with a current aver¬ 
age of 2.5 GPA and a 960 on the 
SAT test. The goal of the 
Admissions office is to maintain 
a stable enrollment of talented 
students at UMass Lowell. 

The four undergraduate 
UMass campuses vary in their 
acceptance policies. For 
instance, UMass Amherst is 
more selective because it is a 
very popular school that has a 
high demand from both in-state 
prospects and students through¬ 
out the country. Five years ago 
universities could establish their 
own standards because they 
were more independent. 
Currently all state schools must 
abide by the rules that are set 


forth from the Board of Higher 
Education. 

UMass Lowell has a policy 
that allows 10% of enrollment 
applications to fall below the 
normal criteria of admissions. 
This allows students who are 
talented in other areas to get a 
chance to show they can excel 
at the collegiate level. This is 
often the case with high school 
seniors who have a high GPA, 
and score low on the SAT. 
Family income and parents edu¬ 
cational level is often consid¬ 
ered by the admissions depart¬ 
ment. According to Assistant 
Vice Chancellor Lisa Johnson, 
the admissions office looks at 
the whole student, including 
leadership involvement and spe¬ 
cial talents. 

In 1997, the Board of Higher 
Education set standards for state 
schools, and each year it has 
made admittance more challeng¬ 
ing. The image of the school is 
reflected through the students 
who attend UMass Lowell. This 
in turn heightens the reputation 


of the university and draws a 
more well rounded student body. 
UMass Lowell has done away 
with University College, which 
was a program of special advis¬ 
ing for incoming freshman. The 
goal is to get away from remedi¬ 
al work and raise the standards 
of state schools. On the applica¬ 
tion form to UMass Lowell the 
admissions office hopes to learn 
more about the student’s back¬ 
ground. Recommendations are 
also strongly encouraged to help 
gain acceptance. 

UMass Lowell is destined to 
be a university that alumni will 
be proud of. Each year Lowell is 
striving to become a hetter uni¬ 
versity that will continue its 
modernization process to ensure 
that students have a comfortable 
place to come and study. 

Johnson said, “It is exciting to 
be on a campus that is improv¬ 
ing everyday. A degree will be a 
part of you forever and the 
alumni will notice greater 
changes when they come back 
to visit.”

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Response to Mr. Conti

Mr. Conti’s weekly opinion columns 
have, of late, shown a lack of responsi¬ 
bility in relating facts. Even subjective 
journalism pieces like opinion columns 
need to check facts before leveling 
charges like “Apparently the sociology 
department doesn’t want handicapped 
students in their major” or “...does the 
University have the right to censor which 
classes handicapped students can take?” 
Phrases such as ‘apparently’ and ‘seems 
to be’ show that Mr. Conti is stating 
University policies bases purely on con¬ 
jecture and without putting in the effort 
necessary to find out what the policies 
actually are and how they impact the stu¬ 
dent body. 

When Mr. Conti’s phone call(s) to 
Disability Services was not returned, 
instead of obtaining the information via a 
different source, he jumped to another 
conclusion, “Apparently Disability 
Services is just going to continue saying 
that it’s not a problem until a handi¬ 
capped student needs to get inside 
Cobum.” It took me just minutes to 
obtain the policy regarding disabled stu¬ 
dents and classroom access. Simple 
research. The policy is easily accessed in 


the Students with Disabilities clearly 
states that “accommodations can be 
made, as determined by need: reschedul¬ 
ing of classes into disabled-accessible 
classrooms...” Including this policy, with 
or without confirmation, would have led 
more credibility to Mr. Conti’s piece. 

* How about asking a disabled student how 
they accommodate him or her?

I am not saying that 
Mr. Conti not be able to express his opin¬ 
ion in whatever manner he chooses, I 
would defend his right to do so. I only 
stress that he represents them accurately 
and fairly. The student newspaper is the 
ideal place to discuss and bring to light 
concerns and problems about the 
University, but in a manner that is 
informed and fair, not assumptions and 
conjecture.

No comment from the nuclear reactor

Shame on the UMass Lowell 
nuclear reactor staff for not respond¬ 
ing to the Connector’s inquiries about 
its operations.

The Story of Us is a sentimen¬ 
tal film about a married couple 
in shambles. Bruce Willis and 
Michelle Pfeiffer star in this 
romantic comedy as Ben and 
Katie Jordan, a couple who have 
been married for fifteen years. 
They have two great kids, a nice 
home, and a comfortable life. 

But somewhere down the line, 
the spark went out of their mar¬ 
riage, and they find that they 
don’t really love each other any¬ 
more. 

With their relationship at a 
crossroads, Ben and Katie, two 
people who have never felt more 
different, have to decide if they 
want to try to salvage their mar¬ 
riage, or if it’s time to move on. 
The Story of Us was directed by 
Rob Reiner, who also directed A 
Few Good Men, and When 
Harry Met Sally. 

Random Hearts is one of the 
low points in Harrison Ford’s 
career. The movie is rather slow 
and doesn’t have much of a plot. 

Trying circumstances bring 
two people who’ve known the 


pain of loss and the sting of 
betrayal in this romantic drama. 
Dutch van den Broeck (Harrison 
Ford) is a police detective based 
in Washington D.C. whose wife 
works for a department store. 
While flying to Miami on busi¬ 
ness, she dies shortly after take¬ 
off in one of the worst aviation 
disasters in the city’s history. 
However, Dutch finds out that 
his wife wasn’t actually travel¬ 
ing on business.

Thomas) is a prominent political 
figure whose husband was also 
killed in the crash, and Dutch 
and Kay discover that their 
spouses were on the plane 
together because they were hav¬ 
ing an affair. Random Hearts 
was directed by Sydney Pollack, 
who also worked with Harrison 
Ford on his previous film, 
Sabrina , as well as Out of Africa 
and Tootsie. 

Double Jeopardy is a high¬ 
speed thriller that stars Tommy 
Lee Jones and Ashley Judd 

Judd plays Elizabeth Parsons, 
who is convicted of murdering 
her husband and sentenced to a 
long stretch in prison. After 
Elizabeth has spent ten years 


behind bars, it turns out that her 
husband is still alive. Soon after 
being released from prison, 
Elizabeth learns that her hus¬ 
band has faked his own death as 
part of an insurance scam. 

However, Elizabeth’s feelings 
for her husband can hardly be 
described as warm, and she 
wants her share of the insurance 
money that he stashed away. 
Elizabeth’s parole officer 
(Tommy Lee Jones) wonders if 
she might try to make his mur¬ 


der a real thing after all, espe¬ 
cially since the law states a per¬ 
son cannot be convicted of the 
same crime twice. Bruce 
Beresford directed Double 
Jeopardy. 

My video choice of the week 
partners two actors mentioned 
above. The Fugitive was the #1 
“sleeper” of 1993. It won a best 
supporting actor award for 
Tommy Lee Jones and also fea¬ 
tured one of Harrison Ford’s 
most interesting acting roles. 


Ford portrays Dr. Richard 
Kimble, a man falsely convicted 
of killing his wife. He claims an 
one-armed man did it and 
devotes his life to finding the 
man who murdered the most 
important person in his life. 

The movie was a spin-off 
from the television series that 
was a major hit.

Nice Nails! Or Are They?

Last year women in the US spent 

more than $4 billion dollars on artificial 
fingernails. Acrylic nails look attrac¬ 
tive, require minimum care and can be 
fairly inexpensive. But behind this 
booming business is a world of unan¬ 
swered health questions. 

At issue is a chemical called methyl 
methacrylate (MMA). An inexpensive 
adhesive substance, MMA was first 
used in the nail industry in the 1970s. 
Soon after, complaints surfaced about 
nail discoloration, loosening of natural 
nails, and an increase risk of nail fun¬ 
gus. The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration warned against salon 
use of the glue in 1974. Manufacturers 
voluntarily switched their salon clients 
over to ethyl methacrylate (EMA), a 
more expensive, and reputedly safer, 
bonding liquid. The FDA never pur¬ 
sued the regulatory action. 


Fierce competition between discount 
manicure salons has led to an increase 
use of MMA. At $15 a gallon, com¬ 
pared to $215 for a gallon of EMA, 
MMA is making a come back. Millions 
of women who pay for acrylic nail ser¬ 
vice may be exposed unknowingly to 
the chemical. 

Is there a health risk? Currently this 
question is officially unresolved. 
Although the FDA is aware of growing 
concern, it has yet to take action. Some 
states have imposed regulations on the 
use of MMA in the nail industry but 
there are few state inspectors to investi¬ 
gate manicurists. There is a need for 
more consumer awareness. If artificial 
nails are a part of your lifestyle, you 
need to be an educated consumer. Ask 
what chemical is used in your salon. 
Check the condition of your nail beds 
each time you have the acrylic reap¬ 
plied, and look for any signs of fungal 
infection: discoloration, thickening or 
lifting of the nail.

Craig Brown, a senior from 
Winnepeg, Manitoba, has been 
named one of five finalists for 
the 2000 Hockey Humanitarian 
Award, presented annually to 
college hockey’s finest citizen. 

The announcement of this 
year’s recipient will be made on 
Friday, Apr. 7th in Providence, 
RI. It will be part of the festivi¬ 
ties surrounding the NCAA 
Division I Frozen Four. 

Brown has been an outstand¬ 
ing student-athlete at UMass 
Lowell. On the ice, he has 
excelled as a defensive forward 
during his four-year career. This 
season, he has also provided 
outstanding leadership as one of 
the team’s assistant captains. 

In the classroom. Brown has a 
3.77 cumulative grade point 
average, while last semester, he 
achieved a 3.88 GPA. A member 
of the Dean’s List in six of his 
seven semesters at UMass 
Lowell, he has been on the 
Hockey East All-Academic 
Team since 1996, and is one of 
just three players in all Hockey 
East eligible for the 
Distinguished Scholar-Athlete 
Award, presented to a league 


player who achieves a 3.0 aver¬ 
age or better in all eight semes¬ 
ters while playing hockey. 

Brown has also been admitted 
to Beta Gamma Sigma, an hon¬ 
ors fraternity for business 
majors. It is the highest honor a 
business student can receive, as 
a student must be in the top 
seven percent of his/her class 
to be eligible for admission. 

As committed as he has been 
to his hockey and academics, 
Brown has been equally 
involved in community affairs. 
His activities have included 
serving as an academic tutor at 
two local schools where he has 
helped students with their acad¬ 
emic studies as well as show 
them what it takes to be a suc¬ 
cessful person. 

Brown has also worked with 
the City of Lowell on the DARE 
program, sending a positive 
message on the value of being 
drug free. He has also spent 
time volunteering with RARA, a 
recreation program for retarded 
adults in the Lowell area.
